STKIMIKN  has  lu.-n  i.ilimal.ly 
and  mo>t  favoralily  known  lo  nic  <lniinj;  liis  wliolc  pro- 
ffssional  (arctT.  This  l.c<;an  with  a  <onisc  of  trainiiiji  in  Ihc 
M<(iill  Normal  Sthool  which  he  pnrsnt  d  with  consi)icnous 
success  in  all  the  suhjects  of  a  wide  curriculuni.  <-specially  in 
elocution.  Me  was  a  favorite  private  and  class  pu|)il  of  tlic  lale 
John  .Vndrew.  lonu;  and  widely  known  as  a  nu)st  successful  teacher 
of  eljMiilioii.  .\t  the  close  of  each  year  of  his  course,  in  addition 
lo  his  (lii)loiiias  as  a  trainc<l  teacher.  Mr.  Stephen  was  awarded 
the  highest  honours  in  Klocuti(»n.  In  his  course  of  jH-da^'ofiical 
Irainini;,  Mr.  St<-phen  had  tin  incstiniaMe  advaidafit- of  associa- 
tion with  classmates  of  marked  al>ility.  I  will  mention  the  names 
of  a  few:  Carrie  Derrick.  M.A..  Professor  of  Motanv  in  McCJill 
I  niver>i;y;  Kleanor  Huiler  (.Mrs.  M<(;refi<)r>  who  fills  an 
imixirtaril  educational  position  in  the  (iovernment  of  .lajian; 
(ieoruv  W.  r^irmclee.  LL.!)..  D.C.I,..  Kurdish  Secretarv  of  the 
Dep.irtmcnt  of  I'uhlic  Instruction  for  the  I'rovince  of  Queliec: 
Mar^iaret  Hoss.  I.atly  Principal  of  the  Ladies'  Collejic  of  Van- 
couxcr.  U.C..  who.  with  Professor  Stephen,  form  a  (piintette  of 
classiuates  not  easily  out-ranked  in  the  annals  of  anv  similar 
iitstitition. 

llavin-;  at  once  taken  up  the  duties  for  which  he  inid 
ilili;iently  prei)ared  himself,  within  a  year  or  two  we  find  Mr. 
Sti-idien  api)ointed  Head  Master  of  the  Mc(;i||  Model  Sciiool. 
where  he  ac(iuitled  himself  well.  Itut  he  had  decided  lo  devote  his 
talent  and  energy  to  the  teachinfi  of  elocution,  and.  jireatly  to  llie 
re,ur<-t  of  all  concerned. insi>ted  u|ion  the  accei)lanceof  his  icsi^'na- 
tioii. 

.Vfter  two  years  spent  in  travel  and  study  ahroad.  eslaldishin-' 
his  re|)utation,  he  was  appointed  Professor  of  Oratory  in  the 
Western  Iniversity  of  Pennsylvania,  hein-;  at  the  same  tinu- 
Instructor  in  Klocution  in  the  Park  Inslilule.  in  thre<  theological 
seminaries  and  periodically  in  the  Pratt  Institute,  Mrooklyn,  and 
in  th<>  New  ^■ork  Couservatiu-.v  of  Music. 

These  po^iliims  he  resi<i:i<>d  in  IS!»1,  at  the  uniled  re(|Uest  of 
the  s.'veral  authorities  of  the  .McCiill  Iniversitv,  Ihc  Mcfiill 
Normal  School  and  the  lliuh  School  of  Montreal,  larjicly  on 
the  initiative  of  the  late  Nice  Chanct'lhu"  and  Prin<M|)al  of 
McCJill  I  nivcrsity.  Sir  Willi.nn  Dawson,  anil  Professor  Stephen 
entered  u|>on   that   course  of  elocutionary  instruction   to  which 
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(lie  iiislitiilioiis  jii>l   niirn<'<l  niid  ()|||(m>  of  iiu  minor  imiiorliMicc 
liuvc  !)ci  ri  for  many  yciii>  indchlcd. 

In  1H!)(»  he  was  cl.'clcd  lo  tlic  Diicctoialc  of  llic  National 
A  'socialion  of  Klo(  iilionisls.  an  honour  coidcTicd  lor  llic  HrsI  limt' 
in  the  history  of  the  or;.'anizalion  npon  a  Canadian.

Slephen!  \ou  know  when  a  hoy  i^oes  into  an 
office  to  apply  for  a  jiosilion  ne  is  not  enuaued  on  the  amount  of 
Latin  (M-  .M-el.ra  he  k!::)W-.  I.ul  the  tiling  that  commends  itself 
to  ail  employer  is  a  i;<iod  I.  inii,  a  line  voice,  well  modnlateil. 
distinct  enunciation,  and  the  power  to  s;iy  intelligently  and 
inlellioil.ly  what  he  wishes  lo  say.  In  that  rather  interestinj; 
liook  "'I'lie  Leilersof  a  Self-made  Merchaiit  lo  his  Son"  there  are 
a  few  (lever  Ihiii^v.  I  lemcmher  one  of  lliclii.  'I'lie  father  was 
advisiiiji  his  son  in  regard  lo  his  pcisoiial  apiiearance  at  work  and 
he  said  sometliiii';  like  lhis."|'eopl(>  may^ay  to  you  •(•lot  lies  do  not 
make  the  man.'  no,  lint  still  th<'y  make  all  yon  see  of  him  diirin;; 
oHice  hours  cxccjil  his  hands  and  face." 

If  dress  is  im|iortaiit,  still  more  so  is  address,  which  includes 
a  fifeat  variety  of  thills  summed  up  ticiierally  in  what  we  mean 
liy  v<iice  and  manner,  two  Ihiii^N  |)|;,|  „,.,,„  under  traiuinf;  in 
Klocutioii. 

The  lime  iiow  sjient  on  teacninj; childreii  things  of  almost  no 
value,  it  used  in  I  his  one  direct  ion  would  jii  ve  invalualile  I  raiiiinj; 
aloiiji  these  lines.  I  would  have  every  child  tanjiht  to  read  and 
read  well.  I'lacc  j;reat  emphasis  on  this  one  hraneh  of  a 
child's  «-ducation  and  then  diirrl  his  reading'.  Teach  him  not 
only  t<i  read  hut  to  loiv  it,  for  this  is  more  than  the  mere  leaching' 
of  a  hi-iiiich  of  learning-,  and  then  Inrii  him  loose  into  all  kinds  of 
educational  reading,  hi  a  remarkahly  short  time  he  would  have 
moreknowledo(M.f  History,  (ieour.iphy,  a„d  many  other  liraiiches 
laii^hl  to-day  as  se|,iiralc  suhjecls  limn  he  could  acciuire  in  any 
other  nianiicr.
